BERKELEY 一 Minority under- 
graduate enrollment at the 
University of California at 


-Berkeley this last fall reached an 


all-time high， with Asian 
American, Latino and Chicano 
student populations at their 
highest levels. The number of 
black students is approaching the 
historic high of the mid ;1970?s. 

Thirty-two percent of all under- 
grduates at the university are 
students of color. This 世 gure does 
not include foreign students，who 
are not considered in assessing the 
campus minority enrollment 
statistics. 

INCREASE 

This percentage closely reflects 
the proportion of non-white in 
California, which is about 35 双 ， 

There has been a marked 
increase in the number of certain 
Asian American ethmic groups. 
天 orean， Thai and Eilipino 
students have more than doubled 
in the past five years. 

Asian and Asian American 
undergraduates ， overall have 
increased by nearly 20% during 
that same period. They now 
comprise about 22% of the total 
Berkeley undergraduate popula- 
tion ， 

Of this percentage，more than 
half are of Chinese ancestry. 

COUNTER 

A five percent increase in black 
enrollment for 1982 runs counter 
to the national trend, and caps a 
five-year 25% rise. -Total black 
enrollment at UCB now stands are 
at827, or4.1%， 

Chicano students have in- 
Creased by 50% over the past five 
years，and now figure at three 
percent of the total undergrad- 
uates.

The situation arose earlier this 
year when Tokuda decided to 
establish a $1,000 scholarship at 
the University， Now she has 


discovered that the student who - 


won the scholarship，has had her 
financial aidq from the university 
reduced by the exact amount of 
the scholarship. 

NO BETTER OF 

卫 ssentially, the student，Donna 
Lee Cooper, is no better off after 
having won the scholarship than 让 
she hadnt won it at all. 

Tokuda established the scholar- 
ship to give minority and_ women 
students more of a chance to 
estabjlish careers in the broadcast- 
ing and journalism fieldqs 一 areas 
traditionally dominated by white 
males， 

She decided to set up the 

_schiolarship at State because of the 
School's high percentage of low- 
income minority and_ women 
students and contacted the 
chairman of the journalism 
department，Leo Young， Young 
Was more than willing to work 


with Tokuda to set up the fund， 


The two of them，along with 


“Lawrence Eisenberg，director of 
the Stanley Burk Foundation， 


through which private moneies are 


idistributed to _ the university， 


established the eligibility require- 
imients for the Wendy Tokuda 
Broadcast News Journalism 
Scholarship， 
ESSAY 

Applicants would have to _ be 


Third World minority students or 
wonmen, maintain a B average (3.0 
GPA) and major in journalism or 
broadcasting. In _ addition，they 
would have to write an essay on 
“Whats Wrong with TV News 
and What's Right VWith It.” 

Tokuda told 天 ost/West that her 
original idea was that the 
scholarship would only go to 
minority students，but that she 
finally opted to expand the field of 
eligibles to include women as well. 

“decided to open it to women 
because they need role models too. 
Women also need contacts in this 
field and Ifeltthey should also be 
eligible,”she declared. 

The next step was forming a 
committee to _ select 4he recipient 
from the applicants, Tokuda had 
first selected a committee 
composed of Young，John Hewitt 
of the broadcasting communica- 
tions_ arts department at the 
school，afid KPIX human services 


manager Anne Godfrey. 


WEIGCGHT 

Tokuda received a letter from 
Eisenberg， however， suggesting 
another member of the journalism 
department be included in the 
Selection committee, to weight the 
Scholarship more towards the 
journalism department. 

Because she preferred to keep 
the scholarship open to students in 
either journalism or broadcast- 
ing， Tokuda rejected that 
Suggestion ， 

The scholarship was then 
advertised to the students and 
more difficulties_ arose，Just one 
advertisement for the scholarship 
wasrun in only one of the schools 
two student newspapers， 

Then，only three students 
applied for the scholarship before 
the deadline expired.， When 
Tokuda learned of this, she asked

The anchorwoman agreed with 
this criticism and had Phillip 
McGee，direcor of the School of 
Ethnic Studies appointed to the 
selection committee. 

FEinally，everything was set up 
and the committee announced the 
winner of the scholarship，Donna 
Lee Cooper，who was selected 
fom over ten apPplicants， 

Cooper，a_ senior majoring ip 
journalism with a minor in 
broadcasting，was the unanimous 
choice of the committee，but the 
obstacles had not yet gone away:

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PLEASED 

Tokuda acknowledged that she 
understood this criticism as well， 
but was nonetheless pleased with 
the committee's choice,

UNEXPECTED 

But the real problem came from 
an Unexpected ， source: the 
financial aid office at State, 

Jeff Baker，director of the 
financial aid office, explained that 
Cooper was already receiving 
federal financial aid and that 
federal regulations require that all 
Sources of income be considered in 
determining the amount of aid 
given， 

Because Coopers aid package 
was _ determined before she 
received the scholarship，her aid 
package had to be correspond- 
ingly reduced when she received 
the scholarship 

“The whole issue arose because 
she was receiving federal financial 
aid,”Baker said， and were 
obligated to consider all outside 
ITesources. So we were obligated to 
include the scholarship. “If the 
timing had been different and we 
knew of the scholarship when we 
put together her aid package， 让 
would have been less (to begin 
with)… 

Baker noted that the reduction 
came in the form of reduced work- 
study hours, hours Cooper worked 
at the university.“What she lost 
was the opportunity to earn 
another $1,000,”observed Baker， 

COMFEORTABLE 

Tokuda understood the reason- 

ing of the financial aid office's

HATED 

Barbafra Hubler,financial aid 
counselor at the sehool, confirmed 
Tokuda's fears. “The only thing to 
do is to _ get the regulations 
changed in Congress. Other than 
that theres nothing we can do， 

“The federal regulations for 
federal aid clearly state that all 
resources must be coordinated and 
this includes all types of financial 
assistance，scholarships. . .hated 
to reduce her package,” lamented 
Hubler， “but we really had no 
choice.” 

“When you receive federal aid， 
you have to abide by the 
regulations governing that aid， 
Hubler stated. She added that the 
regulations were spelled out “in 
black and white”and she even 
gave Cooper a copy of the 
regulations to see for herself. 

Hubler denied，however，that 
these regulations served as a 
disincentive for aid recipients to 
apply for scholarships，since they 
are Do better off with the 
Scholarship than without it， 

DISINCENTIVE， 

“Its not a disincentive because 
the student is usually not getting 
al their aid in terms of (casbh) 
grants; there are loans and 
self-help portions as well. Outside 
Scholarships serve to reduce the 
student's loan liability and reduce 
the amount of work they have to 
do. 

“In a larger sense，scholar- 
ships based on 7nerit and not on 
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Tokuda 
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meed prIobably should be above 
and beyond the financial aid a 
student is receiving,”she con- 
ceded.“Thats the ideal， but its 
not the Way 让 Works， 

There is an upbeat ending to 
this story，however。 了 Baker told 
下 ast/West that when reviewing 
Coopers aid package 记 connec- 
tion with the scholarship，the 
financial aid office discovered 
they could give Cooper an 
additional $500 in aiq regardless 
of the scholarship issue. 

Furthermore，qdespite the prob- 
ability that this situation will 


recur, Tokuda is still planning to ， 


offer the scholarship each year 
and has no plans to discontinue 让 . 


FCC Goes for

But he also had wordqs of 
encouragement for younger 
Asians. “TI wish that there were 
more Orientals that could 
participate (in athletics) because 
they're just as capable. They say 
that Orientals lack the size，Pbnut 
they aren't all the same， Its like 
there (are) small blacks and big 
blacks.” 

Attributing the low level `Of 
participation of Asians in sports to 
the cultural emphasis on scholas- 
tic_ activity，Lee insisted never- 
theless that there were talented 
Asians who could excel in sports as 
well as get good grades.

Yellow Mountain' Artist 


Shares Theory with SF

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Huang- 
shan (Yellow Mountain”) has 
come to SFE, through the paintings 
of Zhang Jian-zhong，director of 
the Huangshan Art Academy in 
Anhui province. 、 

Zhang has been in the US since 
late September, demonstrating the 
techniques of Chinese painting 
and lecturing on the theory that 
underlies the style of Huangshan 
Academy， 

INTRODUCE 

Invited to the US by the 
governor of Maryland，the sister 
state of Anhui，the artist came to 
introduce the works of Chinese 


which is largely unfamiliar with 
the famous Huangshan school of 
Painting， 

Zhang explained that the 
Huangshan school of painting 
began during the end of the Ming 
and the beginning of the Qing 
dynasties in the 17th century， 

Many of the founders of the 
painting style，which was named 
after China's most famous scenic 
area，Were considered criminals 
|by 也 e Manchu Gouit Together， 
they  _ found- refuge in the 
Huangshan mountains，main- 
taining their opposition:to the 
Manchu conquest of China and 
the Qing art forms that came with 
让 . 

“The basic philosophy of _ the 
Huangshan school is to take 
Huangshan as the teacher 一 to 
learn from the mountain,” 
explained Zhang. ”The Huang- 
shan artists do not stay at home to 
learn painting,，but go _ out and 
observe Yellow Mountain , 

“They look deep into the 
mountain，examining 过 from all 
perspectives and try to absorb the 
teachings of nature,.”With its 
beautiful and mysterio's cloud 
shrouded peaks，the Haungshan 
area is an ideal spot to _ observe 
nature and learn its secrets，hbe 
added. 

SPIRIT 

Unlike some schools of Chinese 

art，the Huangshan school does 


artists to the American public- 


not strive for exact replicas of the 
Scenes being painted，Zhang 


noted. 


Rather, Huangshan artists strive 
to capture the spirit or character 
of .the scene，EFor this reason，

Zhang said that the Maryland， 
exhibit took over two years tol 3 
prepare and included over 50 
famous paintings never before 
seen outside of China，Thel 
opening for the exhibit was 
attended by nearly 400 people and 
Zhang said he was overwhelmed 
bythe amount of interest.

Zhang pointed out that an 
international academy at Huang- 
shan would give Chinese artists an 
opportunity to absorb Western 
techniques as well，noting that 
Chinese artists are being im- 
creasingly influenced by Western 
techniques.“But it is not easy to 
combine Western with Chinese 
art，The materials are different 
and the styles are different,” ,he 
observed， 

The Huangshaniacademy 一 
and _ artists in general 一 ， are 
receiving Tenewed interest in 
China，according to Zhang，Just 
as the_ original Huangshan artists 
had to flee persecution during the 
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Qing dynasty, many artists had to 


flee persecution during the 
Cultural Revolution , 

Huangshan artists，With their 
non-political “paintings of 


landscapes and mountains，wWeie 
especially villified Zhang himself 
玉 as “sent 、 qdqown” to the 
countryside for five years of 
manual jabor. 


NOT ALLOWED

declared:“Artists were ordered to 
paint this or paint that，and there 
was no_ creative freedom.， There 
was no _ emphasis on painting 
landscapes，mountains， scenery， 
etc, To do so was Simply not 
allowed. 2 

“But now，conditions have 
much improved. There is much 
more artistic freedom, he said， 
notingthe government support for 
his trip to the US. “We can paint 
as We wish.” 

Zhang feels 证 the importance 
of his trip and of an international 
academy at Huangshan lies in 
bringing the art of Huangshan to 
the rest of the world, and he hopes
